A spokesman for the four 
hospitals said Thursday in Cape 
Girardeau that “the hospitals 
will continue to treat blue Cross

The spokesman said that the 
effect of the arrangement is that 
patients with policies other than 
blue Cross are subsidizing Blue 
Cross policyholders. 
The cancelation of the con­ 
tracts will take effect in 90 days. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford vetoed the National 
School Lunch and Child Nutri­ 
tion Act on Friday, saying it 
would provide subsidies for 
non-needy 
children 
and 
“is 
worse than the programs we 
now have.” 


Ford suggested that Congress 
either extend present school 
lunch programs or act favor­ 
ably on his proposal to provide 
aid for all children from fami­ 
lies below the poverty level. 


Exercising his 39th veto, the 
President said, “By extending 


aid to families not in need, this 
bill would add $1.2 billion to my 
budget proposals for the cur­ 
rent year. 
“I cannot accept such fiscal 
irresponsibility when we face 
the real danger that the budget 
deficit could reach $70 billion 
instead of the already high lim­ 
it of $60 billion I set earlier this 
year." 
Ford chastised Congress for 
continuing to add to the deficit 
and thus adding to inflationary 
pressures 
on 
the 
economy 
"which could push us back into 
recession.”

Wounded Knee Massacre nearly 
rep lay ed 
with Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON — To break 
the 1973 siege at Wounded Knee, 
S.D., the Army adv ised sending 
tanks and troop s against the 
ragtag Indian rebels - a mov e 
that could hav e led to an awful 
reoccurrence of the 1890 Indian 
massacre at the same historic 
site. 
An inside account of Wounded 
Knee has been written by John 
Ehrlichman, the former White 
House aide, who is eager to help 
the Indians as p enance for his 
Watergate crimes. 
He 
has 
recounted 
the 
Wounded Knee dev elop ments in 
a p riv ate, handwritten letter to 
actor 
Marlon Brando, 
who 
sought the details for a mov ie he 
hop es to p roduce about the 
mistreatment of Indians. 
The 
siege 
began in late 
February , 1973, when Indian 
militants occup ied the Wounded 
Knee battle site to dramatize 
their innumerable and timeless 
griev ances. It was the most 
sp ectacular 
Indian 
up rising 
since the day s of General 
George Armstrong Custer. 
In 1890, a U.S. cav alry unit 
killed 300 Indian men, women 
and children at WoundedKnee. 
In 1973, the Army recommended 
using a full div ision as the 
“minimum” force to break the 
siege. 
Wrote 
Ehrlichman: 
“Fred 
Buzhardt, general counsel for 
the Defense Dep artment, sent 
an observ er to Wounded Knee at 
one p oint - a p rofessional 
soldier. He came back with v ery 
strong criticism of the way the 
marshalls were handling it.” 
A group of White House and 
Justice Dep artment officials, 
therefore, 
“met with Army 
p eop le to learn their v iews on 
how to handle such a p roblem,” 
Ehrlichman 
continued. 
The 
Army ’s adv ice was either to get 
all in or all out. 


“If it was to be all in and the 
Army were asked to do it, they 
would use tanks, a minimum of 
a div ision of troop s and go full 
scale. But the Army was not 
looking for the job. The White 
House p eop le refused to con­ 
sider such an assault.” 


The reformed Ehrlichman, 
who has been liv ing among the 
Pueblo Indians in New Mex ico, 
described Way ne Colburn, then 
chief U.S. marshall, as “the 
sup er-hawk and v illain.” 
According to Ehrlichman, 
“Colburn was for going in, 
strongly . 
He 
ap p arently 
authorized the marshalls to 
return fire, and on a giv en night, 
thousands of rounds would be 
fired, with v ery little effect 
usually . 
“Colburn 
rep orted to 
his 
sup eriors at Justice that the 
firing was necessary because 
Indian 
fire ‘p inned down’ 
federal p eop le, who then had to 
be ex tricated with counter-fire.” 
Colburn acknowledged to us 
that he had, indeed, “urged 
p olice action.” He p ointed out 
that the siege was the “longest 
civ il 
disturbance 
in U.S. 
history .” He said he was “p roud 
of my p eop le’ ’ who nev er op ened 
fire, he swore, unless they were 
fired up on. 
Throughout most of the 
Wounded Knee crisis, Ehrlich­ 
man confided, President Nix on 
was “holed up ” at Camp Dav id 
and left the decisions to a 
second-string aide. 
“What were the President’s 
orders?” 
asked Ehrlichman. 
Answering his own question, he 
wrote: 
“ None. 
Ken 
Cole 
decided, 
in 
the President’s 
name, the things that needed 
White House decision. 
“This was not unusual in 
domestic matters in the Nix on 
White House esp ecially when 
Vietnam 
or 
some foreign 
p roblem was p ressing. Nix on 
would delegate v ast latitude to 
others on a continuing basis. 
“Cole knew he had authority 


to act. The p roblem was one 
Nix on didn’t know any more 
about than the staff p eop le 
handling it” ... But Ehrlichman 
stressed that “Cole’s orders 
were to av oid bloodshed and try 
to negotiate a p eaceful result.” 
Ehrlichman 
charged 
that 
Dep uty 
Attorney 
General 
Josep h Sneed, along with the 
chief marshall, was less in­ 
terested in p eace and more 
interested in results. 
“Sneed was in fav or of going 
in, doing such damage as might 
be required to sup p ress the 
‘up rising’ and restore law and 
order,” related Ehrlichman. 
He p ointed out, in fairness to 
Nix on, that the confrontation 
occurred only a month after the 
President 
had 
been 
inaugurated for his second 
term. “President Nix on was 
engaged 
full 
time 
in 
reorganizaing 
the 
ex ecutiv e 
branch and in rep lacing some of 
its ap p ointiv e p eop le,” recalled 
Ehrlichman. 
“He mov ed to Camp Dav id 
and holed up there with a small 
staff for weeks at a time, 
charting 
the 
organizational 
changes ... During this time 
Vietnam negotiations were in 
their final stages, I believ e. I 
can recall cables coming in from 
(Secretary of State) Kissinger 
who was in Paris talking to the 
North Vietnamese. 


“But all of this is to ex p lain 
that the normal 
White House 
p rocess was totally disrup ted. 
For instance, I was v irtually 
locked into Camp Dav id ... My 
duties in the domestic area were 
taken 
ov er 
by 
Cole. 
He 
became the top White House staff 
man looking at Wounded Knee, 
simp ly because the rest of us 
abov e him, so to sp eak, were out 
of p ocket.” 


Ehrlichman 
carefully 
ex ­ 
p lained, therefore, that his in­ 
formation on Wounded Knee, in 
large p art, came from the 
rep orts of others.

Those y oung Canadian lawy ers 
ap p arently hav en’t heard the 
words of New York City com­ 
missioner of correction Ben­ 
jamin Malcolm, one of the an- 
tion’s 
a 
leading black 
p enologists - black or white, 
that is. 
“Collectiv e bargaining efforts 
are giv e and take,” Malcolm 
said during a recent discussion 
of the so-called p risoners’ union 
mov ement. 
“ During

bargaining both sides come in as 
equals. There is giv e and take, 
What do the p risoners hav e to 
giv e?

Washington Merry-Go-Round

Wounded Knee Massacre nearly 
replayed 
with Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - To break 
the 1973 siege at Wounded Knee, 
S.D., the Army advised sending 
tanks and troops against the 
ragtag Indian rebels - a move 
that could have led to an awful 
reoccurrence of the 1890 Indian 
massacre at the same historic 
site. 
An inside account of Wounded 
Knee has been written by John 
Ehrlichman, the former White 
House aide, who is eager to help 
the Indians as penance for his 
Watergate crimes. 
He 
has 
recounted 
the 
Wounded Knee developments in 
a private, handwritten letter to 
actor 
Marlon 
Brando, 
who 
sought the details for a movie he 
hopes to produce about the 
mistreatment of Indians. 
The 
siege 
began 
in 
late 
February, 1973, when Indian 
militants occupied the Wounded 
Knee battle site to dramatize 
their innumerable and timeless 
grievances. It was the most 
spectacular 
Indian 
uprising 
since 
the days of General 
George Armstrong Custer. 
In 1890, a U.S. cavalry unit 
killed 300 Indian men, women 
and children at WoundedKnee. 
In 1973, the Army recommended 
using a full division as the 
“ minimum” force to break the 
siege. 
Wrote 
Ehrlichman: 
“Fred 
Buzhardt, general counsel for 
the Defense Department, sent 
an observer to Wounded Knee at 
one point - 
a professional 
soldier. He came back with very 
strong criticism of the way the 
marshalls were handling it.” 
A group of White House and 
Justice Department officials, 
therefore, 
“ met with Army 
people to learn their views on 
how to handle such a problem,” 
Ehrlichman 
continued 
The 
Army’s advice was either to get 
all in or all out. 


“If it was to be all in and the 
Army were asked to do it, they 
would use tanks, a minimum of 
a division of troops and go full 
scale. But the Army was not 
looking for the job. The White 
House people refused to con­ 
sider such an assault.” 


The reformed Ehrlichman, 
who has been living among the 
Pueblo Indians in New Mexico, 
described Wayne Colburn, then 
chief U.S. marshall, as “the 
super-hawk and villain.” 
According to Ehrlichm an, 
“Colburn was for going in, 
strongly. 
He 
apparently 
authorized 
the marshalls to 
return fire, and on a given night, 
thousands of rounds would be 
fired, with very little effect 
usually. 
“Colburn 
reported 
to 
his 
superiors at Justice that the 
firing was necessary because 
Indian 
fire ‘pinned down’ 
federal people, who then had to 
be extricated with counter-fire.” 
Colburn acknowledged to us 
that he had, indeed, “urged 
police action.” He pointed out 
that the siege was the “longest 
civil 
disturbance 
in 
U.S. 
history .” He said he was “proud 
of my people” who never opened 
fire, he swore, unless they were 
fired upon. 
Throughout 
most 
of the 
Wounded Knee crisis, Ehrlich­ 
man confided, President Nixon 
was “holed up” at Camp David 
and left the decisions to a 
second-string aide. 
“What were the President’s 
orders?” 
asked Ehrlichman. 
Answering his own question, he 
wrote: 
“ None. 
Ken 
Cole 
decided, 
in 
the 
President’s 
name, the things that needed 
White House decision. 
“This was not unusual in 
domestic matters in the Nixon 
White House especially when 
Vietnam 
or 
some 
foreign 
problem was pressing. Nixon 
would delegate vast latitude to 
others on a continuing basis. 
“Cole knew he had authority 


to act. The problem was one 
Nixon didn’t know any more 
about than the staff people 
handling it” ... But Ehrlichman 
stressed that “Cole’s orders 
were to avoid bloodshed and try 
to negotiate a peaceful result.” 
Ehrlichman 
charged 
that 
Deputy 
Attorney 
G eneral 
Joseph Sneed, along with the 
chief marshall, was less in­ 
terested in peace and more 
interested in results. 
“Sneed was in favor of going 
in, doing such damage as might 
be required to suppress the 
‘uprising’ and restore law and 
order,” related Ehrlichman. 
He pointed out, in fairness to 
Nixon, that the confrontation 
occurred only a month after the 
President 
had 
been 
inaugurated 
for 
his 
second 
term. “President Nixon was 
engaged 
full 
time 
in 
reorganizaing 
the 
executive 
branch and in replacing some of 
its appointive people,” recalled 
Ehrlichman. 
“He moved to Camp Daviu 
and holed up there with a small 
staff for weeks at a time, 
charting 
the 
organizational 
changes ... During this time 
Vietnam negotiations were in 
their final stages, I believe. I 
can recall cables coming in from 
(Secretary of State) Kissinger 
who was in Paris talking to the 
North Vietnamese. 


“But all of this is to explain 
that the normal 
White House 
process was totally disrupted. 
For instance, I was virtually 
locked into Camp David ... My 
duties in the domestic area were 
taken 
over 
by 
Cole. 
He 
became the top White House staff 
man locking at Wounded Knee, 
simply because the rest of us 
above him, so to speak, were out 
of pocket.” 


Ehrlichman 
carefully 
ex­ 
plained, therefore, that his in­ 
formation on Wounded Knee, in 
large part, came from 
the 
reports of others.

Francisco’s nihilist cells seeping 
revolutionary 
cadres 
across 
nation 


SAN FRANCISCO - Violence- 
prone, 
gun-toting 
and 
18th- 
century 
type 
bomb-making 
revolutionists have more un­ 
derground cells here than ever 
Alcatraz could boast. And they 
should all be padded. 
Philosophically speaking this 
Bay Area is a terrorist black 
hole, or Calcutta West, ere of the 
region’s top FBI specialists told 
me dourly. There are enough 
stolen arms and ammunition 
here to outfit a division. Military 
depots are sacked regularly. 
And from this city self-styled 
neo-Marxist-Leninist - Maoist 
u n iv e rs ity -b re d 
y oung 
Americans drift east ward for a 
tour of disruptive duty in the 
sw iftly 
re -in d u stria liz in g 
Southeast as well as into the big 
auto, steel, rubber and coal 
“belts.” And these activists are 
ruthless, usually married to 
dedicated revolutionary wives 
and even raise children. 
Not all the activist cells are 
violence-addicted. There is, for 
example, the United Prisoners 
Union (UPU) which pops right 
up on the socio-radical computer 
because one of its members is (or 
recently was) urban gunslinger 
Sarah Jane Moore. I report this 
not only because Sarah Moore 
allegedly attempted to kill Jerry 
Ford but because the UPU 
illustrates the ever-escalating 
neo-radical 
reaching 
for 
“causes.” 
There 
is 
a 
national 
revolutionary network inside the 
federal 
and 
state 
prison 
systems. One of these is Ms. 
Moore’s UPU which has taken a 
pass at San Quentin and Folsom 
but not the federal peniten­ 
tiaries. 
For awhile this appeared to be 
such avant-garde union activity 
that District 65 in New York City 
attempted 
to put 
it 
on 
a 
legitimate basis by seeking 
members and a local inside 
Greenhaven prison (N.Y.). It 
got to the stage where the state’s 
Public 
Employee 
Relations 
Board ruled in no way could 
prisoners go in for collective 
bargaining. That ended it - 
there. 
But not in California. The 
“movement” apparently takes 
its 
“inspiration” 
from 
the 
Prisoners’ 
Union Committee 
just north of the border in 
British Columbia, Canada. 
Mostly this PUC is guided by 
very young lawyers and some 
old 
anti-Vietnam 
war 
protesters. 
Many Canadian prison in­ 
mates have taken it seriously. 
During the last week in July, 
some 450 of them went on a 
week-long 
“strike” 
at 
the 
British Columbia penitentiary. 
They staged a sit-in. They 
refused to leave their cells, 
rejected 
the 
regular 
prison 
work, cooking, mess clean-up - 
the whole thing. They were 
peaceful enough, though there 
had been previous violent 
dem onstrations, 
hostage 
seizures and the death of a 


woman official. 
Sure enough the Canadian 
prisoners’ union, which plans to 
go national, made some in­ 
triguing 
dem ands. 
They 
pounded 
away 
for 
union 
recognition. And after that-the 
right to collective bargaining. 
Those young Canadian lawyers 
apparently haven’t heard the 
words of New York City com­ 
missioner of correction Ben­ 
jamin Malcolm, one of the an- 
tion’s 
a 
leading 
black 
penologists - black or white, 
that is. 
“Collective bargaining efforts 
are give and take,” Malcolm 
said during a recent discussion 
of the so-called prisoners’ union 
movement. 
“ During 
such 
bargaining both sides come in as 
equals. There is give and take, 
What do the prisoners have to 
give? And since when is a 
prisoner, 
who 
has 
robbed, 
assaulted, maimed or killed, an 
equal?” 
But no sense talking sense to 
the second-generation neo- 
revolutionists 
swamping 
this 
city. They agitate for inmates’ 
collective 
bargaining, 
send 
them “literature,” occasionally 
get out their own publication. 
Reaching 
into 
the 
state 
prisons isn’t difficult. In Canada 
as well as in California former 
prisoners are organized (though 
more so in Canada). They find it 
easy to get to those inside the 
penitentiaries -- sort of cell to 
cell communictions. The hope is 
to get the eventually bitter 
discharged prisoner into the 
fourth world for war on “the 
establishment.” 
To mix several generations’ 
jargon, these organizers may be 
strange fruit but they aren’t nuts 
-- just spaced out. 
Frequently the revolutionary 
cell mates drift in and out of 
pads and projects. Some wander 
off 
into 
the 
Revolutionary 
Union, as I’ve been reporting. 
Others get tougher. They bomb 
banks - to the cost of millions of 
dollars. Still otheis hit the trail 
east and suddenly the Kennecott 
Copper Company offices in Salt 
Lake City are blasted. 
This is the stark realism, the 
full fabric erf which isn’t really 
studied by busy men in the 
nation’s executive suites - be 
they of industry or labor. 
The 
full 
sociological 
significance of this neo-nihilism 
is 
neigher 
absorbed 
nor 
analyzed. 
Each 
instance 
of 
violence is brushed off as just 
another case for the police or the 
FBI- which now doesn’t dare 
infiltrate or break in lest some 
headline-hungry politico such as 
Sen. 
Frank 
Church 
or 
Congressman Otis Pike, through 
their intelligence investigating 
committees, blast that as the 
invasion of civil rights. 
Well, today’s Union Square 
San Francisco isn’t yesterday’s 
Union Square New York, where 
the 
old 
Communist 
party’s 
females stuck hatpins into police 
horses. 
Today’s 
Marxists- 
Leninists-Maoists - whatever -- 
aren’t wasting their time on the 
flanks. They’re shooting right 
for the heart of the establish­ 
ment.

One Friday evening in early September 
C.B.S. presented a television program entitled, 
“The Guns of Autumn.” 
It focused on the ugly side of hunting, and it 
was as horrible as they could make it. The 
response from hunting clubs, gun companies and 
conservation organizations will be as violent as 
the film. In this day and age, when you get a dose 
of anything, it always has to be radical, the 
extreme viewpoints from both sides of the see­ 
saw. The anti-hunter has poured millions of 
dollars into propaganda against the hunter, and 
not an inkling towards the preservation of 
shrinking wildlife habitat. As a whole, this 
faction knows little about wildlife or 
needs of 
wildlife. 
On the other side are the gun clubs, the arms 
companies, and outdoor writers who would write 
anything to appease them. 
The two factions have met head-on, and the 
struggle is bitter. And the true hunter is caught 
somewhere in the middle. Make no mistake 
about it, not everyone who heads for the woods is 
a hunter. There are more shooters than hunters, 
and the slobs who are ruining a great tradition 


and way of life make up a great percentage of 
our numbers. 
For sure, the gun companies and their allies 
support hunting with such gusto because it is 
their way of making money. And don’t think for a 
moment hunting is not big business. But in a way 
this is tolerable to the common outdoorsman 
because taxes on that money buys land for 
wildlife to live on, and foots the bill for wildlife 
management practices that really work. 
The anti-hunter is dead wrong. Abolishing 
hunting is the surest way of reducing wildlife 
numbers. Without the hunter, the dam builders, 
river-channelers and clear-cutters would make 
it hard for a squirrel or deer to find a place to 
hide. 
But the conservationists, the biologists, and 
the hunters should resist the temptation to 
scream back, and put more of their effort into 
cleaning up the “sport” of hunting. 
The men C.B .S. showed as hunters were people 
I wouldn’t have wanted to play pool with, let 
alone hunt with. Don’t put me in the group with 
idiots who want to kill something to increase 
their social status. There are no trophy’s on my 
wall, and if a deer head ever goes up there, it will 
be as a by-product of the hunt, rather than a goal. 


I won’t be squeezing any triggers unless I intend 
to eat what I am after, and I won’t be going after 
any fenced-in quarry. The exotic game-ranches 
are insults to hunting, and spare me any contact 
with the men who are associated with them. 
The pot-bellied, bottle-toting nit-wits that pour 
out of the cities on selected occasions to add 
heads to the trophy room are not my comrades. 
On T.V.’s “American Sportsman” I once 
watched a lady outdoor writer from the east ride 
into the mountain behind a guide, and climb off 
her horse to shoot the prize he found and pointed 
out to her. I’m surprised he didn’t hold her barrel 
steady. 
In the profession I have chosen, there are a lot 
of shooters but few hunters. Most Outdoor 
writers choose to live in the cities, with oc­ 
casional jaunts to the outdoor world as long as it 
isn’t too rough. But as well as a writer, I’m a 
naturalist by profession, and I chose to spend all 
my life in the outdoors rather than a part of it. I 
work in the outdoors, but I spend many hours in 
the woods and on the streams when I am hunting 
nothing more than solitude, and killing nothing 
but time. There I have seen what the antihunters 
have not. I’ve learned, that in nature, death is 
always unpleasant. By disease it is slow and 


agonizing, from fang ana claw it is bloody and 
painful. The people who grew ill watching the 
deer die by the gun on “The Guns of Autumn” 
would have felt the same way watching a hawk 
catch a rabbit and tear the flesh from its body, 
eating it while it is still alive. 
But C.B.S. showed the worst of us. It should be 
the goal of all hunters to see the slobs, the fenced- 
in hunting ranches, and status-seeking trophy- 
hunters erased not only from view but from 
existence. My father and my grandfather taught 
me a reverence for life. I believe no one should 
enter the woods with a gun without that 
reverence for life. A hunter should hunt with the 
dignity of a predator like the fox or the eagle. His 
responsibilities far, far outweigh his rights. 
His job is to ensure the continued existence of 
wild things and wild places, not only game birds 
and mammals but the existence of predators, 
song birds, clear water and woodlands where 
man’s progress cannot intrude. He can’t do it 
with money alone. He must accomplish his goals 
through a hunting ethic, and an example that 
can’t be tarnished. ‘The Guns of Autumn” didn’t 
show what has been accomplished, but it shows 
us painfully and dramatically what we have yet 
to do.

The anti-hunter has poured millions of 
dollars into propaganda against the hunter, and 
not an inkling towards the preservation of 
shrinking wildlife habitat. As a whole, this 
faction knows little about wildlife or 
needs of 
wildlife. 
On the other side are the gun clubs, the arm s 
companies, and outdoor writers who would write 
anything to appease them. 
The two factions have met head-on, and the 
struggle is bitter. And the true hunter is caught 
somewhere in the middle. Make no m istake 
about it, not everyone who heads for the woods is 
a hunter. There are more shooters than hunters, 
and the slobs who are ruining a great tradition 


and way of life m ake up a great percentage of 
our numbers. 
For sure, the gun companies and their allies 
support hunting with such gusto because it is 
their way of making money. And don’t think for a 
moment hunting is not big business. But in a way 
this is tolerable to the common outdoorsman 
because taxes on that money buys land for 
wildlife to live on, and foots the bill for wildlife 
management practices that really work. 
The anti-hunter is dead wrong. Abolishing 
hunting is the surest way of reducing wildlife 
numbers. Without the hunter, the dam builders, 
river-channelers and clear-cutters would make 
it hard for a squirrel or deer to find a place to 
hide. 
But the conservationists, the biologists, and 
the hunters should resist the temptation to 
scream back, and put more of their effort into 
cleaning up the “sport” of hunting. 
The men C B S. showed as hunters were people 
I wouldn’t have wanted to play pool with, let 
alone hunt with Don’t put me in the group with 
idiots who want to kill something to increase 
their social status. There are no trophy’s on my 
wall, and if a deer head ever goes up there, it will 
be as a by-product of the hunt, rather than a goal. 


I won’t be squeezing any triggers unless I intend 
to eat what I am after, and I won’t be going after 
any fenced-in quarry. The exotic game-ranches 
are insults to hunting, and spare me any contact 
with the men who are associated with them. 
The pot-bellied, bottle-toting nit wits that pour 
out of the cities on selected occasions to add 
heads to the trophy room are not my comrades. 
On T.V.’s “American Sportsm an” I once 
watched a lady outdoor writer from the east ride 
into the mountain behind a guide, and climb off 
her horse to shoot the prize he found and pointed 
out to her. I’m surprised he didn’t hold her barrel 
steady. 
In the profession I have chosen, there are a lot 
of shooters but few hunters. Most Outdoor 
writers choose to live in the cities, with oc­ 
casional jaunts to the outdoor world as long as it 
isn’t too rough. But as well as a writer, I’m a 
naturalist by profession, and I chose to spend all 
my life in the outdoors rather than a part of it. I 
work in the outdoors, but I spend many hours in 
the woods and on the stream s when I am hunting 
nothing more than solitude, and killing nothing 
but time. There I have seen what the antihunters 
have not. I’ve learned, that in nature, death is 
always unpleasant. By disease it is slow and 


agonizing, from fang and claw it is bloody and 
painful. The people who grew ill watching the 
deer die by the gun on “The Guns of Autumn” 
would have felt the sam e way watching a hawk 
catch a rabbit and tear the flesh from its body, 
eating it while it is still alive. 
But C.B.S. showed the worst of us. It should be 
the goal of all hunters to see the slobs, the fenced- 
in hunting ranches, and status-seeking trophy- 
hunters erased not only from view but from 
existence. My father and my grandfather taught 
me a reverence for life. I believe no one should 
enter the woods with a gun without that 
reverence for life. A hunter should hunt with the 
dignity of a predator like the fox or the eagle. His 
responsibilities far, far outweigh his rights. 
His job is to ensure the continued existence of 
wild things and wild places, not only gam e birds 
and m am m als but the existence of predators, 
song birds, clear water and woodlands where 
m an’s progress cannot intrude. He can’t do it 
with money alone. He must accomplish his goals 
through a hunting ethic, and an example that 
can’t be tarnished. ‘The Guns of Autumn” didn’t 
show what has been accomplished, but it shows 
us painfully and dram atically what we have yet 
to do.
